induced to undertake the cntire: contract, 
under suitable guarantees, vither alone, or 
in conjunction with some company to be 
formed in. the colonies. The colony of 
Victoria, with the energy. and public spi- 
rit that. keep pace with the development 
of its great wealth, has offered to bear 
one-half the expense itself ; aid the Ho- 
bart. ‘Town ‘Mercury says that in the 
event of application being made to the 
government. of Tasmania for assistance, it

Chinese Memorial, presented to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor, from the Daily 
Press of this morning, not. having had an 
opporiunity of obtaiaing’ a copy of the 
original, ‘The. Pres very truly remarks 
that this memorial appcars to be just as 
imneb directed against all the other rceent 
ordinances, as against the Stamp Act. 
TRANSLATION, 


The humble. petition of the residents of 
the Colony, the dealers, of Gold and Silver, 
of Rice, Opium, Piece Goods, General Mer- 
‘chandisé and others, sheweth, Z 

That in consequence of the injurious state 
of the recent Ordinances, they pray that His, 
Excellency would favourably permitthesame 


raising revenue, so, that. your petitioners’ . 
-emotions may be pacified and the trade be 
facilitated, | We are in receipt.of Ordinances 
for levying Stamp-tax on deeds, orders and 
receipts for paywents, agreements for selling 
and buying; bills of exchange, promissory 
notes, dc., according to, the amounts, .We . 
find that the Trade of this Colony is carried * 
on by people from all quarters and of nu- 
merous classes, amcugst ihem thereare some 
thriving and sonie not. Of late, the protits 
have been so sinall that many of them do 
not make-even their expenses, it 1s becayse 
that they have been here for years that they 
cannot stop sudlenly-—-they therefore exer 
ted theuselves at often times to uphold their 
business ;, consequently .in drafts, bills of 
exchange, aud cash payments, &c., we have. 
found it:more difficult to meet with than 
former times, and if the Stamp Tax waa ad- 
ded on ns.our strength would be more re- 
duced. Moreover the tax.on the payments 
and receipts of money, éc.,’are what we 
have to1ake daily, constant diffienities will 
be thrown in our ways, and from these 10 
juries will emerge, ‘and the Merchants will 
inevitably hesitate and retire from business.

THE OPIUM CASE. 

Meu interest has beén excited respect- 
ing this case, recently heard before Mr 
Mitchell. - There appear to be several 
inconsistencies in connection with it, to 
which we intend to refer shortly, but for 
the present will content ourselves with 
asking one or two questions respecting 
matters which are possibly difficult to un- 
derstand froin ‘a deficiency. in the reports. 

The United States Consul, Mr Allen, is 
reported to have given evidence as follows. 

«J, P. Allen, Esq., U. S. Consul said 
that in the case of exciseable goods for 
San Francisco,from the Colony the routine 
was that the shipper had. to produce a” 
triplicate Invoice accompanied by a decla- 


~. ration made betore him as Consul, and sig- 


ned by one who purports to be a member 
of the firm shipping the goods. J shbuld 
not issue a certificate unléss the cargo were 
shipped inthe port of Hongkong. The pa- 
pers produced are faithful copies of the pa- 
pera for the shipment of 9 cases of Opium 
per the Der West.” 

The italics are our own. 

Our questions are 1.’ How in the face 
of this testimony by the gentleman repre- 
senting the interests of the United States 
at this port, can the Daily Press in its 
Jeader of this morning assume that there 
is any doubt of the Opium having been 
shipped at Hongkong ? ‘The writer con- 
cedes the right of the government lo pre- 
vent the illegal shipmént of Opium (like 
himself we-do enter into the merits of the 
law); why then does he say “the boat 
containing the opium was seized, so #le- 
gally.that the seizure resembles. an act. of 
piracy, and the men in it were brought 
ag prisoners to Hongkong. ” . 

If the opium was, as stated by the Presa, 
entirely out of Hongkong juriediction, how 


came the owner to apply to an official in j 


Hongkong for a Shipping certificate? and 
if the defendant was acting under the au- 
thority of a “ regular licence from the 
Chinese government, which it seems is re- 
garded by Chinamen as being less rapa- 
cious than our own,” — hol is it that such 
licence, which would have immediately 
tended to shew the louest intentions of 
the defendant, and the accidental nature 


_ of the fact of bie opium being found within, 


the limits of Hongkong jurisdiction, was 
not produced in court ? : 
- We have, above, quoted our contempo- 
tary's report.in preference to our own in 
order to do full justice to the case, 


POLICE REPORTS. 
Wednesday, 12th September, 1866. 
Before F. W. Mrrcuext, Esq. 

Hight piratical looking boatmen, respec- 
tively, Cheong A’ Chune, Yong A Yeen, 
Wong A Chew, Sam A Soone, Cheong A 
Quire, Leem: Koone Koo, Seo A Hop and 
Cheoug A Kew, had been arrested on the 
11th instant near Saikewan in a fishing 
boat, under. suspicious circumtances, and 
for being in postession of arms and stink- 
pots. Sergeant Wiliam Abbot stated that 
at8 o'clock last night two of the prisoners 
at the bar were brought to the Saikewan 
Station with elevén spears by constables 
142 and 187, and charged with being sus- 
picious characters; they belonged to two 
fishing boats. It was also.reported to the 
deponent that there were many men in 
the two boats.” He-thereupon proceeded 
on bourd these ctafts and arrested there 
six more men, also at the bar ; he exami- 
ned the boats and found one old musket, 
loaded, one pistol, not loaded, two Chinese 
swords; two stinkpots, one empty, and 
the other ready for use ;-one empty and 
one filled powder flask; one flask. with 
small shot, and one Chinese compass-— 
(All these were produced in Court) The two 
boats were then taken possession of.  After- 
wards some conversation, Sergeant Abbot 
stated, took place between one of the Lokons 
and the last six prisoners, when one of the 
latter begged the Lokon to state that none 
of them was chief; the principal man or 
niaster was one of the two who had been 
first arrested and carried off with the spears. 
Seventh prisover puinted out the eighth as 
the master. Fourth and sixth prisoners 
were in the boat where the arms were 
found. The third prisoner, it. was also 
mentioned, had been in Gaol before, 

Mr. Douglas being called in to identify 
the latter, failed to recognise him, how- 
ever ; he stated the man looked very much 
like a ‘fellow that had been in Gaol, but still 
he could not positively declare that this 
individual was prisoner at the bar. This 
party, however, wis taken into the Gaol 
for the purpose of identification, whence he 
shortly afterwards returned and then it 
transpired that he certainly had been in 
Gaol about a year ago for six months for 
felony, or some other offence of that nature. 

Sergeant Abbot further stated that the 
two boats were common fishing crafta, that 
they both had their nets aud everything 
else requisite for fishing purposes on board. 
The Sergeant also mentioned, that Saike- 
wan seemed quite a resort. for suchlike 

_vagabonds as.were at the bar now. There 

was especially an old woman, dwelling at 
that village, whose house some of these 
fellows are wont to frequent, and he (the 
Sergeant) had had his eyes upon her for 
Sometime past. 

The prisoners were asked if they had any 
questions to ask. . They merely stated they 
were honest fishermen. 

Constable 137, being declared, states :— 
Yesterday Evening at. 5 p.a., 1 was on 
duty at Saikewan. I saw 2 boats ashore, 
lashed-together. -Tand Constable Khurim, 
No. 142, entered-into the boat that had the 
arms. Allon board, except No. 3 and 8th 
prisoners, escaped. When we first entered 


there were probably 40 meu on board, 
no women. No, 3.and 8th prisoners were 
arrested. I myself arrested 3rd_ prisoner 
took the arms ‘out of the boat, and cunvey- 
ed them and prisoner‘to the station. The 
arms consisted of spears only. I reported 
thereupon tbe case to the Sergeant of the 
Saikewan Station. ‘fo that functionary 1 
pointed out the boats, on board of which we 
proceeded together. We there found the 
other six prisoners; this was the boat in 
which the spears had been. 

Prisoners were questioned whether they 
had any questions tuask . The replies were 
uone. ? 

Constable 142, being declared, stated :— 
yesterday evening at 5} o’clock p.m. I was 
on the Praya East, when I noticed proha- 
bly as many as one hundred Chincse in two 
boars. This appearing suspicious to me, 1 
mentioned the circumstance to the Consta- 
ble on the beat (No. 187) and he and I pro- 
ceeded together on. board of them. On 
board of one I found eight prisoners, whom 
T took into custody aud conveyed with se- 
veral spears (now in Court) to the station, 
where I meutioned to the Sergeant and tbe 
Chinese interpreter what had occurred. 
The former, previous witness, aud I return- 
ed to the bout, and the other six prisouers 
were arrésted.. At the same time a quan- 
tity of arms, &¢, (now in Court) were seized, 
and all taken to the station. 

This evidence too was duly translated to 
prisouers, but they had no questions to 
ask. : 

Prisoners being questioned whether they 
could ‘ produce any witnesses in their fa- 
yor, one individual stepped in to the wit- 
ness box. Being declared, this person, 
stated:—-I am Teang A Foong, Master of 
the Yung Loy, Western Fishinarket. The 
masters of the two boats, uow in custody, 
are now at my shop. - They stated to me 
that eight of their crew had been arrested; 
they could not tell for what reason. Their 
boats were honest Bshing crafts, and always 
sailed and operated together. I know none 
of the parties at the bar,—but have been 
acqpainted aud have had dealings with the 
twot masters duting the past year: St isa 
very. common practice for fishing crafts to 
carry arms, tlie Jarger boats in their lino 
usually carry many more Weapons, 

This was likewise translated to the pri- 
soners, and the case adjourned until to- 
morrow. The two mastets of the boats 
will be notified to be present on the occa- 
sion, Sergeaut Abbot was meantime ad- 
vised to institute a further search for arms 
in the buats.

Certificate, trans- 
lation aid declaration, arether. attached to 
each other sealed, one copy is retained here, 
at the Consular Office, another is kept by 
the ship, and another—all of these under 
Consular seal—sent to the collector-of the 
Customs of the American’ port of destina- 
tion. These rules culy apply to. goods 
shipped from this port. The documents 
produced in Court are faithful copies of the 
papers handed to: the shipper of the nine 
cases of opium in question. I believe I 
have seen the defendant now in Court, but 
Tam not quitesure whether he is the man 
who came to me fur the papers. Nor do I 
know whether Chee Nam is the namie of 
the individual. I cannot say either whether 
the Der West actually left for San Francis- 4 
co. 1f 1 was-aware that goods were ship- 
ped elsewhere, I would not grant certificate 
or declaration, but it would not happen in 
one case out of 600 instances that such 
would be claimed by any one without’ pre- 
vious notice of the circumstance. 


By Mr Caldwell.—The presumption of 
course, always is that the goods sworn to 
are shipped in port. I vever.inquire into 
the fact whether the goods are shipped here or 
not, Thepresumptionis, they are : Instances 
have occurred when goods sworn to had 
not been shipped at all. ‘But those are 
rare exceptions. In such cases the declara- 
tions are returned—but that is not requi- 
site. As far as I am concerned, the goods 
referred to may not have any existence at 
all. Atthe Consulate no manifest is ever: 
required. a 

Mr J F. French, being sworn, had the 
statement, made in the Opium case setiled 4 
last week, repeated, also the cross examina- 
tion by Mr Caldwell read over again,—all 
of which he confirmed. ‘this simple pro- 
cedure was adopted to save the time of the 
Court.

Sergeant F. Dalziel, being sworn, was 
dealt with in the same,mauner as the form- 
er ‘witness, and his former depositions given™ 
by him were also fully confirmed, as well 
as the cross examinations he then under- 
went by Mr Caldwell.

My Master gave me ne orders 
respecting the shipment, but he told the 
Master of the boat to take the Opium out- 
side of the Kaichau—and then asked me to 
proceed on board with it. My master said: 
—-I have put nine cases of Opium ih the 
boat, in.charge of the boatmen; I wish you 
to accompany them outside of the Kaichau. 
I am going too, and you remain in the boat 
until [ ccll on to you to come alongside 
the Gold fields vessel. I do not know who 
had the Shipping Documents for this Opium. 
Perhaps my Master had them. My mas- 
ter told men 
was for ; he merely told me to proceed with 
the drug. There was.no oue present when 
my Muster told me this. 


By Mr Caldwell.—I went with the boat 
outside Kaichau when my master had given 
me his instructions. The boat was seized 
by two foreigners. 
Kaichau. TI call the outside on the Chong - 
chow side. We went on tle Changhee, the 
opposite side of the British possession when 
we left Chingwan. We were always on the 
Chinese side. 1 never went to Stone Cut- 
teris Island. The boat steered from that 
Island. . 

By Mr Pollard ;—We were between Green 
aud Kaichau Islands when the boat I was 
in was seized. 

Tchoo Assim, Interpreter at the American 
Consulate,—being a Christian and sworn, 
stated :— I made out... the Docu- 
ment now shown me ; it jsa copy of one 
written by Chee Nain ; Defendant is the 
party who brought’ the original three. in- 
voices, of which this is a copy, to the Con- 
sulate ; Chee Nam gave’me the three pa- 
pers to sign, they were declaratious ; he, 
Chee Nam, went with these to a desk, stand- 
ing outside, and although I did uot see him 
myself sign them, have no doubt he did. 
Chee Nam explained to me what these de- 
clarations meant. I had never. before 
signed such Opium. Documents. When 
Chee -Nam. received the paper he went 
away with it.

We have received permission by “the cour- 
tesy of a friend ‘to copy the following ex- 
tract from a letter received by the second 
officer of the Gresham from his brother.cu 
board the ship Six Robert Sale, dated Ma- 
dras, August lith:—The ship Berar which 
arrived here two days before us, brought 
the crew of the Yaratilda which ‘vessel-was 
bound to China. They were picked up off 
the Mauritius; when they leit the vessel 
she had four feet of water in the hold, and 
nearly all her spars gone. The Berar-bad 
encountered a severe hurricane two or 


three days prior to pickingup the Yaratilda’s 
crew. The writer ofthe letter adds, that in 
the Sir Robert Sale, they had feariul gales 
between the Cape and Mauritius about the 
same time,

The distance there being abont . fifteen 
jniles it.is rather t60 far for a pedestrian ex- 
cursion; and go, the journey had better be 
taken on horse back, if we may so term-the 
skittish vicious ponies oi Japan ; and statt- 
ing from the'settlement we cross the bridge 
leading from it to the camp blutis, and turn- - 
ing to-our right follow the, canal, and its 
small tributary stream up the long valley 
at tle base of which Yokohama is -built. 
We. soon leave, . however, this sedgy 
stream, then find’ the road winds through 
the large fertile. plain dotted with villages 
and groups of trees, aud hemmed. in by the 
richly wooded hills,. until atter'a ride of 
about seven miles we arrive at what is gene- 
rally called the. half way house, a small tea 
house: by:tbe roadside, where we can take . 
a rest and over.a’ cup of the colourless, 
though: refreshing Japanese tea, {‘ cliaf!”

side in a graceful bamboo thicket or'cedar 
grove, past groups of stern looking Yako. 
uins with their neatly appointed and well

*©suigo from us, past quaint ‘little 
shrines. of Buddha, or the. sun goddess, 
decorated with thé.: incense or flower 
offering . of its . devotees, past ever 
imaginable combination of glorious wood- 
land and landscape colouring, until after 
a steep. ascent’we ride along the crest 
of a wooded range; and with the fresh 
aromatic perfume “of the pines ‘around us 
catch at last: a. glimpse. of the sea and the 
bay of Kanasawa, which is our next halting 
place. Descending the hill we find our. 
selves on a small but, of conrse, well, culti~ 
tivated ‘plain, whicl debouches from two or 
three smal] mountain spurs on to an almost 
cireular bay, the entrance to which is baraly 
visible, and which is surrounded, on the - 
inner side by the straggling buildings of the 
little fishing village of Kanasawa. Itisa 
quiet charming little spot, so land locked.as 
to resemble a. lake, and surrounded by the 
ordinary hill scenery. of Japan. On enter+ 
ing the main street of-the village, in no ways” 
a remarkable place-except that. it is neat 
and clean enough fora little country hamlet,

up among the hills which lie on our rights 
Turing up this we after a short ride pass 
through a heavy archway into « carefully 
kept road, bordered, ly fine well trimmed 
shrubs, aud shortly find ourselves facing 
foreigners which mark the early history of 
our intereourse with Japan with so red a 
stdin. The chief temple which, as we liave 
said, liesat the bead of thetritle way, cousists 
ofp series of buildings generally closed ex- 
cept on great festival or religious ceremo- 
nies, ‘situated in very extensive grounds 
beautifully wooded with maguilicent trees, 
through. which the’ quaint buildings and 
lofty Spire of the bell tower ludk musi pic- 
turesque. The style of the dulfefcut shrines 
is in construction like thos > other 
“towns and cities of the emp cue- 
rally along low building wl a fuw feet 
from the ground, the entrance being hence 
at the top ofa few steps, and: snrmounted 
by a heavy! overhanging roof. The, bell 
tower is syuare, and mucli sinaller thant the 
other houses and is topped hy a pyramidal, 
roof from which rises a lofty wouden spire, 
to which is attached at about a foot fron:

The fine statue of Buddlia which is the 
chief object of our visit goes by the uaine 
of Diboots.”

One obstacle seems to be 
thewant of a general coinage, for though the 
dollar is current’in the settlements, it is not 
80 in the interior, and itchiboos at the rate 
of from 230 to 280 or 290 per - hundred dol- 
dars have to be purchased. The Japanese 
government are, however, in the course of 
coining a new coin value 3 itchiboos which 
is to become the general coinage throughout 
the realm in all dealiugs with foreigners. 


Exchange in Yokohama is of course véry 
variable owing to the fluctuation of trade, 
as at any. tifne the authorities can stop the 
conveyancé of goods to Yokohama and 
hence tiré market gets overstocked with 
dollars so to speak, but the future seems to 
look brighter, and with greater knowledge 
of the advantages of commerce, a better 
appreciation of the good faith and upright- 
ness of foreigners, will come,. we hope, that 
commerce to which the. English nation owes 
its present prosperity, and which will one 
day make Japan and the foreign settlement 
of Yokohama éne of the richest places in 
the Far East.

THE BREECH LOADERS. 

We condense from the: London- Herald 
an account of the breech loaders experi- 
mentalised upon at the recent meeting at. 
Wimbledon. The descriptions are from 
the pen of a correspoudent practically 
acquainted with the manufacture of rifles ~~ 


The. arrangement proposed -by the Bir- 
mingham Small Arms Company specially 
for conversion of the existing muzale-loader 
is extremely simple. ~The peculiarity con- 
sists in a slidiug breech, somewhat similar 
to that used in Messrs Green’s rifle,’ but 
rather differeytly worked. In the weapon 
of the Small Arms Company this. sliding 
breech is prolonged, rearwards, into a metal 
lever, somethitig like the handspikée of a 
siege gun carriage. It is less. exposed 
than most. guns to casualties. and [ 
should decidedly be disposed to accord 
it a very high place among’.the inuu- 
merable breech-loaders now contesting -the 
palm of superiority. 

Another. ingenious weapon is the Daw 
rifle, the principle of which consists-in ren- 
dering moveable, not the breech,» but the 
barrel: itselé: Very similar -in » principle, 
in ‘fact ‘almost ‘identical, except im sv 
far as concerns some wiuor details of 
arrangement, are tWo May nard° guns, 
one for common caps aud one for ‘ nee- 
dle” cartridges: the whole being open 
to the. fatal objection -that any ar 
rangement as applied to a service gun in- 
evitably weakens ‘the stock to such an ex- 
tent. as to render it practically useless for 
any purpose of actual warfare. - 

T have also had an opportunity of exami- 
ning the famous ‘‘ needle gun.” of the Prus- 
sian army, aud assuredly if this be the 
weapon with which such alterations have 
been drawn in the map of Europe, General 
Peel sis, indeed, right in saying that the 
very: worst breech-loader is far preferable 
to the best muzzle-loader. I do not hesi- 
tate to say that, of all the weapous I have 
yet examined, the famous Prussian ueedle- 
gun is by. far the clumsiest and :the least 
effective. Nolessthanvightdistinct motions 
are reqitisite in firing, a complication 
seriously damaging the efficiency of the 
weapon ; While if any portion of it gets out 
of order the intervention of a skilled work- 
man is absolutely reyuired before tlie ‘piecu 
can be again made serviceable... And this 
comes far. oftener than might at first be 
expected, for the‘ needle,” on which so 
much depends, is an actual needle, su far, 
at least as size is coucerned, and being fully 
exposed fo the action of the five evolved by 
every discharge, wears out with terrible 
rapidity, putting the weapon absolutely hors 
de cumbat. until. renewed. Such ‘is ‘the 
famous needle gun of the Prassiqn ariny. 
I do not fear to say that I have’ seen. up- 
wards of a dozen already here in camp that 
would “beat. it five tu one, which is so dar 
satisfietory. . 
Two rifles, both. the invention of Mr 
Cooper, ave ‘on view at the Birmingham 
tent... Che first ofthese is a tremendous 
weapon, apparently, best known among the 
employés of the establishment as ‘*the young 
Armstrong.” Té is formed to some extent 
on ‘a modification of the Westley Richards 
principle, the moveable breech lifting out 
and falling forward ou the barr-l. 

Besides the extreme number aud compli- 
cation. of the motivns requisite for loading 
this pieco—and, irrespective of the. cocking 
there are no less than seven, the hand des- 
eribing one quarter and two half circles in 
three different planes—there are other ob- 
jections to this weapon being | placed ‘in 
the hands of unskilled soldiers. -! ‘ 
Close beside -it is another by the same 
hand purporting to be an improvement on 
the Prassiau-needle gun, and certainly, so 
far as oue can judge by mere inspection, 
having a very fair claim to that distinction. 
‘So far as action-is concerned, it is: alinost 
identical ; bué whereas in the Prussian gun 
all the parts are expysed to the action of 
wet and dirt, the principal feature: of the 
Cooper improved weapon is, that the whole 
is securely covered.in. Even thus: im- 
proved, . the. weapon is still very much -in- 
ferior to many, if not to most, of the others, 
but it is certainly very far superior to the’ 
original.on which it is based. t . 

Another very serviceable and workman- 
like weapon is. the Wilson riffe, the move- 
able breech of which slides backwards, as in 
the arrangement of Messrs,..Green. Its 
drawback -appeArs to be the danger—one 
might akmnost say the certainty—that this 
bolt must on actual, sérvice, and especially 
in- wet weather, become. rusted-and apt to 
stick fast, thus disabling the weapon as a 
breech-loader altogether. 

-Anotlier very - ingenious arrangement 
comes to us from the-other-side of the At- 
lantic, in the shape of a breechloading 
small-bore, capable of being fired with any 
charge.’ . The moveable portion of the app2-. 
ratus consists in this case ofa metal dise in the 
form of the segment of a circle; or like a thick 
wedge from a millstone. is 
reat of: the barrel, the breech of which it 
closes, moving on a pin in the same direction 
as the cock. On one side of this disc is a 
small trigger projecting upwards, which on 
being pulled releases the disc, which it then 
draws back, leaving the breech open. . At 
the same time a. small lever underneath 
draws up and jerks out the exploded car- 
tridge case, the fresh one being then insert- 
ed im the barrel in the ordinary way. The 
disc is so constructed as to full back altoge- 
ther: into. stock, leaving an entirely clear 
space behind the barrel, so that there is no 
difficulty-in introducing, if need be, a car- 
tridge as long as the barrel itself. .‘ The idea 
isa goéd one,_and the working of the ap- 
paratus yery simple. To that enthusiastic

‘Ss formerly,” it 
says, though its official organ, on Sat day, 
“the struggles of Prussia. benefitted ‘the 
whole of Germany, so now, on the battle- 
fields of Bohemia, Prussia has again 
wrought out the regeneration of Germany.

In that eventful 
year, by. a patriotic devction of which the 
World never saw. a° more signal exatuple, 
Germany was won for. the Germans. «Bub 
when the war was, over,the Congress of 
Vienna adjudged to the exclusive beneiit of

for the-people. The German nation Was 
ignored, and its nominal Sovereignty vested oy 
in the hands of a Diet, of which it was just- 
ly said, that it was symbolic, not of the 
uniou, but of the division .of Germany. In 
the enjoyment of an easyand busy existence, 
theGerman abandoned the vague aspirativus ~ 
of the Year, Thirteen to a small set of harm- 
less dreamers, whose national yéarnlug 
found an easy vent in the effusions of alt 
uncommonly. active literature: -For the :
